The 
Redbirds once again pulled themselves out of the gutter as they came back to hand the Collinsville Kahoks a crashing defeat in 
35 degree weather with a score of 43-6. The Redbirds' last game was a tough one as they came out with a 7-0 victory over 
Woodriver. 

Five Alton players made the 1961 All-District Team. They are Howard Lewis — guard, Richard Green — tackle, James Jackson — end, 
Terry Mitchell — halfback, and Don Davis — fullback. Thank you, Redbirds, for presenting Alton High with a truly splendid performance 
this year.
